5 pounds shoulder of veal 

3 tablespoons enriched all-pur- 
pose flour 

1% teaspoons salt ‘ 

2 teaspoons dry mustard 

1% teaspoons powdered ginger 

2 tablespoons fat 

12 cup tomato juice 

Mix flour, salt, mustard and 
ginger together thoroughly. Coat 
veal with mixture, rubbing it in 
well. Heat fat in heavy kettle or 
Dutch oven and brown well on 
all sides. Add tomato juice, cov- 
er and simmer slowly for 2% to 
3 hours, or until tender when 
pierced with a fork. Serve hot 
with drippings from kettle. 

Note — Leftover veal may be 
served cold, sliced .thin, with a 
vegetable or fruit salad; or it 
may be heated in a curry sauce 
and served over steamed rice.

‘Christmas May Be 
Joyful or Tragic

Each year fire turns Christmas, 
the most joyful time of the year, 
into tragedy in hundreds of Amer- 
ican homes. But if parents knew 
{of the hazards surrounding a 
| Christmas tree, and learned how 
‘to prevent tragic fires, says the 
|National Safety Council, they 
;could help keep Christmas as 
joyful as it should be. 
| How can you prevent accidents 
from ruining your holiday? All 
you have to do, says the Council, 
|is to follow some simple rules. 

First, buy a fresh, green tree. 
Put it in water outside of the 
house as soon as you get it home. 
| If you. live in an apartment, place 
|} it in the coolest spot in the apart- 
;ment and turn off the radiator 
;nearest it. Then cut off the bot- 
{tom of the trunk on a slant-—at 
lan angle with the line of the 
trunk—and stand it in one of the 
| special tree holders with a water 
cup and fill it daily. 
| Plain water is best, says the 
Council. Chemicals to be added 
|to the water, supposedly to fire-
